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Tliis  record  is  nearly  complete  :  and  I  have  sought  to  make  it 
entirely  accurate.  In  a  very  few  cases  I  have  failed  to  find  records 
of  the  children  of  iJaldwin  women  ;  and  in  one  case,  that  of  480 
Samuel  Ziba  Baldwin,  a  Baldwin  family  record  is  missing.  This 
record  of  descendants  of  John  Baldwin  of  Stonington.  has  not  been 
made  without  a  considerable  expenditure  of  time  and  money.  It 
is  not  very  extensive,  but  the  families  collected  in  it  are  scattered 
through  every  part  of  the  country,  and  were  not  easily  found.  Not 
many  of  his  descendants  are  now  left  in  Stonington,  although  it  is 
only  within  the  last  hundred  years,  or  since  the  close  of  the  revo- 
lutionary war.  that  they  began  to  emigrate.  Jonathan  Baldwin, 
son  of  3H  Sylvester,  appears  to  have  been  the  first  to  leave  the 
town.  J  have  done  this  work,  not  for  profit,  but  because  I  thought 
it  should  be  done,  and  found  nobody  else  willing  to  undertake  it. 
I  hope  that  some  of  those  connected  with  the  race  will  find  it 
useful.

CHAPTER  FIRST. 


The  First  American  Baldwins. 

The  Baldwins  who  came  to  America,  in  the  early 
colcny  times,  and  remained  here,  were  as  follows  : 

1.  Sylvester  Baldwin's  Family,  who  settled  in  New 
Haven,  in  1638,  and  were  afterwards  of  Milford,  Conn. 
Sylvester  died  on  the  passage  from  England,  leaving  a 
widow,  two  sons,  and  four  daughters.  The  sons  were 
Richard,  about  16  years  old,  and  John,  about  3  years 
old.    He  lefL  a  large  estate. 

2.  Joseph  Baldwin,  of  Milford,  Conn.,  in  1638,  and, 
after  1663,  of  Hadley,  Mass.,  where  he  died  Nov.  2, 
1684.  Some  of  his  children  and  grand  children  set- 
tled in  Newark,  N.  J.  The  others  settled  in  Hadley, 
Maiden,  Charlton,  and  other  towns  of  Massachusetts. 

3.  Nathaniel  Baldwin,  of  Milford,  Conn.,  in  1638 
and  later;  afterw^ards  of  Fairfield,  Conn.  He  has 
many  descendants.  His  son  John  settled  in  Newark, 
N.  J.,  where  he  was  knowm  as  "John  Baldwin,  Jr." 
Hon.  H.  P.  Baldwin,  of  Michigan,  Ex  Governor,  now 
U.  S.  Senator,  is  one  of  the  descendants  of  this 
Newark  "John,  Jr." 

4.  Timothy  Baldwin,  of  Milford,  Conn.,  in  1638, 
and  after.  He  has  no  descendant  who  bears  the 
family  name. 
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5.  John  Baldwin,  Senior,  of  Milford,  Conn.,  in  1638, 
and  after.  He  had  two  wives  and  fifteen  cliildren,  and 
died  in  Milford,  June  2  i ,  1 68 1 .  His  son  John  settled 
in  Newark,  N.  J.,  where  he  was  known  as  "  John  Bald- 
win, Sen'r  and  among  his  descendants  are  the  V^ir- 
einia  Baldwins. 

6.  John  Baldwin,  known  as  John  Baldwin  of  Nor- 
wich, came  to  America  in  1638,  in  the  family  i>f  Syl- 
vester Baldwin,  being  then  6  or  7  years  old.  In  1653, 
he  went  from  Milford  to  Guilford,  Conn.,  where  he  mar- 
ried Hannah  Birchard.  In  1662,  he  settled  in  Norwich, 
Conn.,  w^here  he  died.  Among  his  many  descendants, 
was  Hon.  Roger  S.  Baldwin,  of  Conn. 

7.  Henry  Baldwin,  of  Woburn,  Mass.  He  was 
tb.ere  in  1650.  His  wife  was  Phebe  Richardson,  and 
his  oldest  child  was  born  in  165  i.  He  was  a  deacon. 
He  has  many  descendants. 

8.  John  Baldwin  of  Billerica,  Mass.  He  seems  to 
have  been  a  relative  of  Henry  of  Woburn.  His  wife 
was  Mary  Richardson.  They  came  to  Boston  in  the 
Speedwell,  in  1656,  and  the  entry  of  their  arrival  says  : 
*'John  Baldwin  aged  21,  and  Mary  Baldwin  aged  20." 
In  Billerica,  lands  were  granted  to  them  in  1657.  They 
had  three  sons  and  three  daughters.  The  sons  settled 
in  Billerica  and  left  descendants  there. 

9.  The  Bowdoins  belong  to  this  list.  They  were 
Huguenots  and  came  from  France,  where  Baudin,  Bou- 
din,  and  Boudoin,  are  merely  French  forms  of  the  name 
Baldwin,  the  French  having  no  w  in  their  alphabet. 
The  name  went  to  France  from  Germany,  in  proper 
form,  but  was  changed.  Here  it  was  altered  from  the 
Frenchified  Boudoin  to  Bowdoin. 

Other  Baldwins  arrived  here,  but  did  not  remain. 
There  was,  among  these  transient  Baldwins,  a  Henry 
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Baldwin  at  Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  in  1631  ;  there  were, 
also,  a  Jolm  Baldwin  who  arrived  in  Virginia,  but  left 
immediateiy  for  Barbadoes :  and  a  John  Baldwin  at 
Woburn,  Mass.,  who  was  one  of  the  "  petitioners  for 
Chelmsford,"  in  1653,  but  who  disappeared,  and  is  not 
heard  of  again  in  the  records.  He  seems  to  have  re- 
turned to  England.  I  suppose  him  to  have  been  one 
of  the  two  boys  who  arrived  in  the  "  Pied  Cow,"  in 
1635,  in  charge  of  W^n.  Harrison,  and  were  described 
as  follows  :  ''John  Baldwin  aged  13,  and  William  Bald- 
win aged  9."  My  supposition  is,  that  William  died 
young,  and  that  John,  after  being  at  Woburn,  returned 
to  England,  ^.0  inherit  property,  or  for  some  other  rea- 
son. 

A  Richard  Baldwin  was  at  Mount  Wollaston, 
Braintree,  in  1637,  and  earlier,  who  had  with  him  a 
marriageble  daughter  named  Jane.  This  was  not  Syl- 
vester's son  Richard,  who  was  born  in  1622.  He  ap- 
pears to  have  been  a  relative  of  Sylvester's  faiher. 
This  Richard  Baldwin  did  not  remain  in  Braintree. 
He  was  not  ihere  in  1640,  when  the  town  was  organ- 
ized ;  and  no  Baldwin  appears  in  the  records  of  that 
town  during  the  next  hundred  years.  There  are  rea- 
sons for  supposing  that  he  returned  to  Aston-Clinton, 
where  he  had  lived  before  coming  to  America.  He  had 
there  a  wife  Phillippa ;  and  the  baptisms  of  four  of 
their  children  are  recorded  in  Aston-Clinton  thus : 

1.  Rebecca,  baptized  in  1611.    3.  Jane,  bapt.  in  1618. 

2.  John,  bapt.  Feb.  15,  1614.     4.  Henry,  "    Feb.  8,  1623. 

It  has  been  conjectured  that  the  son  John  was  John, 
Sen'r  of  Milford,  and  that  the  son  Henry  was  Henry 
of  Woburn ;  but  this  conjecture,  although  not  improb- 
able, lacks  the  support  of  record  evidence. 


CHAPTER  SECOND. 


Sylvester  Baldwin  of  1638. 

Sylvester  Baldwin,  father  of  the  family  that  settled 
at  New  Haven,  Conn.,  in  1638,  was  born  in  Aston- 
Clinton,  Buckinghamshire,  Eng.,  a  little  previous  to  the 
year  1600.  His  father,  Sylvester  Baldwin,  and  his  moth- 
er Jane  Willis,  were  married  in  1590,  and  he  was  their 
fifth  or  sixth  son.  His  grandfather,  Henry  Baldwin, 
held  the  manor  of  Dundridge,  in  Aston-Clinton,  which 
went  from  him  to  Richard,  his  oldest  son,  and  from 
Richard  to  our  Sylvester  s  brother  Henry. 

Henry  Baldwin,  (Sylvester  s  grandfather,)  inherited 
the  manor  of  Dundridge  from  Richard  Baldwin,  his 
father,  whose  will  he  "proved  in  1552-3."  He  had  a 
wife  Alice  and  eight  children,  four  sons  and  four 
daughters.  His  will,  which  is  dated  January  2,  1599, 
mentions  his  daughters  as  follows:  Agnes;  Jane,  wife 
of  James  Bonus;  Mary,  wife  of  Richard  Salter;  and 
there  was  another  who  seems  to  have  died  previous  to 
1599.  His  will  also  mentions  sons  Richard,  John, 
Robert  and  Sylvester.  Richard  inherited  Dundridge, 
and  died  childless  in  1636. 

Sylvester  Baldwtn,  (son  of  Henry.)  was  married  to 
Jane  Willis,  in  1590,  had  six  sons,  and  died  previous  to 
1632.    His  sons  were  : 

Harry,  buried  in  1594. 
John,  not  living-  in  1632. 
Henry,  who  iuherited  Dundridge.

These  six  sons  were  born  between  1590  and  1600. 
Sylvester  died  in  July,  1638,  while  on  the  way  to 
America. 

Before  starting  for  A'!\erica,  our  Sylvester  Baldwin 
lived  at  St.  Leonards  in  Aston-Clinton,  near  Dundridge, 
where  he  owned  the  "  Chapel  Farm."  He  was  married 
to  Sarah  iiryan,  earl\'  in  1620,  and  they  had  the  follow- 
ing children  born  and  baptized  in  Aston-Clinton  :

Sylvester  Baldwin,  father  of  these  children,  was  the 
executor  of  his  uncle  Richard's  will  and  his  residuary 
legatee.  His  uncle  Richard  died  in  1636.  In  July, 
1638,  Sylvester  Baldwin,  with  his  wife  Sarah  and  his 
six  living  children,  sailed  for  America  in  the  ship  Mar- 
tin. They  belonged  to  the  "  New  Haven  Company." 
Sylvester  died  on  the  passage,  ''in  mid  ocean,"  July  2 1 , 
1638.  His  wdli  was  admitted  to  probate,  in  Boston, 
where  the  ship  Martin  arri;ed.  He  left  a  large  estate. 
His  widow  and  six  children  settled  with  the  rest  of  the 
emigrating  company,  in  New  Haven.  In  1643,  "the 
Widow  Baldwin  "  w^as  recorded  in  New  Haven  as  one 
of  the  wealthiest  proprietors.  At  some  time  after  1643, 
she  was  married  to  Capt.  John  Astw'ood,  and  they  all 
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settled  in  IMilford,  Conn.  Capt.  Astwood  d*cd  in  Lon- 
don, in  1654.  She  died  in  Miiford,  in  1669.  W  hat  is 
known  of  the  marriages  of  the  children  of  Sylvester 
and  Sarah  (Bryan)  Baldwin  is  as  follows:

Richard  Baldwin,  son  of  Sylvester  and  Sarah  (Bry- 
an,) B.,  was  married  in  1642,  to  Elizabeth  Alsop  of 
New  Haven.  They  lived  awhile  in  Derby,  but  finally 
settled  in  Miiford,  where  he  was  town  clerk.  He  died 
July  23,  1665.  while  a  deputy  to  the  General  Court.'' 
His  children  were  as  follows  :

Elizabeth,  bapt.  in  1644:   m.  Zachariab  Burwell  ;  settled  in

ford,  June  14.  167B. 

Mary,  (again)  bapt.  Nov.  6.  1653;  ;/?.  Daniel  Comstock. 

Theophilus,  born  April  26,  1659;  m.  Elizabeth  Campfield ;  4 
children. 

Zachariah.  born  Sept.  22.  IGCO:  m.  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Sanford  : 
11  children. 

Martha,  born  April  1,  1663:  m.  Samuel  Nettleton  of  Miiford. 
Barnabas,  born  in  1665,  after  his  fatlier's  death.    He  had  three 
wives  and  7  children. 

Richard  Baldwin  has  many  descendants.  His  wid- 
ow m.  Wm.  Fowler,  in  1670,  and  died  in  May,  1683. 

John  Baldwin,  son  of  Sylvester  and  Sarah  (Bryan) 
B.,  b.  in  1635,  was  married  in  1656  to  a  wife,  who  died 
in  1657,  after  giving  birth  to  a  child.  In  1664,  he  set- 
tled in  New  London,  Conn.;  and  July  24,  1672,  he  mar- 
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riecl  his  second  wife,  Rebecca  Palmer,  daughter  of  the 
first  Walter  Palmer,  of  Stonington,  Conn.  By  her  he 
liad  six  children.  He  died  Aug.  1 9,  i6<S3.  His  second 
wife  died  May  2,  171 3.  When  he  married  her,  she  was 
the  young  widow  of  Elisha  Chesebro".  They  settled 
in  Stonington,  where  she  owned  a  great  tract  of  land. 
I  shall  give,  farther  on,  a  very  full  account  of  their  de- 
scendants. 

About  Astox  Cr.iNTox.  Lyson  s  "  Magna  Britan- 
nia" says:  "Aston  Clinton  in  the  Hundred  of  Ayles- 
bury and  deanery  of  W^endover,  lies  four  miles  from 
Aylesbury,  east,  on  the  road  to  London  through  Tring." 
Dundridge  and  the  Chapel  Farm  of  the  Baldwins  were 
in  that  part  of  Aston-Clinton  called  '  St.  Leonards." 
This  was  a  hamlet  of  the  parish  of  Aston-Clinton, 
*'  about  four  miles  from  the  mother  church."  It  has  (or 
had)  an  ancient  chapel  which  "  is  supposed  to  have  been 
formerly  a  chantry  chapel  (of  the  monks)  to  the  Abbey 
of  Missenden."  In  1802,  Aston-Clinton  had  122 
houses,  130  families,  and  584  inhabitants.  In  the  ham- 
let of  St.  Leonards  there  w^re  22  houses,  24  families, 
and  1 37  inhabitants.  Dundridge  remained  in  the  fam- 
ily until  1748,  when  it  "was  sold  by  the  heir  of  J.  M. 
Baldwin,  Esq.,  to  Edward  Darrell,  Esq."

SECTION  ONE. 

1  John  Baldwin  of  Stonington,  Conn., 

Who  died  in  that  town  August  19,  1683,  was  the  young- 
est child  of  Sylvester  Baldwin  of  Aston-Clinton,  Buck- 
inghamshire, England,  who  died  July  21,  1638,  while 
on  the  way  to  America,  in  the  ship  Martin,  with  his 
wife  and  six  living  children.  This  is  shown  by  probate 
records  at  New  Haven,  Conn.,  in  which  it  appears  that 
Sylvester  Baldwin  s  widow  (who  had  become  Mrs.  Ast- 
wood,)  bequeathed  legacies  to  him  and  to  his  son  John, 
describing  them  as  her  son  and  her  grandson.  Her 
will  was  made  in  1669,  three  years  previous  to  the  sec- 
ond marriage  of  her  son,  John  Baldwin  ;  but  the  legacy 
to  her  grandson,  his  only  child  by  the  first  wife,  was 
not  settled  until  the  year  1702,  when,  as  the  jsrobate 
records  of  that  year  say,  it  was  paid  to  "  Sylvester 
Baldwin  of  Stonington."  John  Baldwin's  oldest  son  by 
the  second  marriage  ;  and  the  record  states  that  this 
Sylvester  Baldwin  was  the  brother  of  Mrs.  Astwood's 
grandson,  John  Baldwin,  who  had  been  dead  "  about 
twenty-five  years." 

John  Baldwin  of  Stonington  was  born  in  Aston- 
Clinton,  in  1635.  Sylvester  Baldwin's  family,  being  part 
of  the     New^  Haven  Company,"  settled  in  New  Hav- 
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en.  rhc  iv.aiden  name  of  John  Baldwin's  first  wife  is 
unknown.  It  is  conjectured  that  she  was  a  daughter 
of  Capt.  John  Astwood,  his  mothers  second  husband. 
They  were  married  in  1656,  and  it  a}3pears  in  the  rec- 
ords that  a  house  lot  of  an  acre  and  a  half  "  was  then 
assigned  to  him  in  Milford,  Conn.,  and  he  received 
other  grants  of  land  in  that  place.  His  first  wife  died 
in  1657,  soon  after  the  birth  of  her  child.  In  1664,  he 
settled  in  New  London;  and.  July  24,  1672.  he  was 
married  to  his  second  wife,  Rebecca  Palmer,  young- 
widow  of  Elisha  Chesebro',  and  daughter  of  the  first 
Walter  Palmer  of  Stonington.  They  settled  perma- 
nently in  Stonington,  where  she  owned  an  extensive 
tract  of  land.  She  oi.tlived  him  about  thirty  years, 
and  died.  May  2,  1713.  John  Baldwin's  children  were 
as  follows :

Mrs.  Priscilla  (Maion)  Baldwin  died  soon  after  the 
birth  of  her  sod  Sylvester.  Theophilus  Baldwin  had 
two  other  wives,  but  110  other  child.  He  was  married 
Mav  I,  1724,  to  Jemima  Powers,  who  died  in  1733; 
and,  Oct.  18,  1733,  to  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Hascall  of  Nor- 
wich.
